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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-30, drawn to a method for facilitation a legal action regarding an 
unsolicited electronic communication, classified in class 705, subclass 1. 

II. Claims 3 1-33, drawn to of method of identifying an entity and monitoring intemet 
activity, classified in class 705, subclass 1. 

III. Claims 50-53, drawn to a method of determining if threats exists in unsolicited e- 
mails, classified in class 705, subclass 1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I, II and III are directed to related processes. The related inventions are 
distinct if: (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a 
materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the inventions do not 
overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as claimed are not obvious 
variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the inventions as claimed all have different 
designs, functions and effects, do not overlap in scope and are not obvious variants. 
Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is 
nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants. 

3. Invention I relates to a method for facilitating legal action regarding an unsolicited 
electronic communication where information is obtained for legal action. Neither Invention II 
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nor III relate to receiving an unwanted communication, and obtaining information for legal 
action. 

4. Invention II relates to a method of identifying an entity, and monitoring its internet 
activity. Neither Invention I nor Invention III related to monitoring an individual's internet 

activity. 

5. Invention 111 receives an e-mail and determines if there is threats within the e-mail as 
well as searches known threat databases. Neither Invention I nor Invention II deals with threats 
in e-mails and parses the e-mails for threats. 

6. Even though all three may be about the same subject matter, unsolicited electronic 
communications, all three clearly have distinct method steps with perform entirely different 
functions. 

7. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and examination biu*den if restriction were not required because one or more of 
the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 

classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized 

divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching different 

classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries); 
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(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another 

invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 

and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include 
(i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.

1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
